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FARMERS OF WEST MUST 
CHANGE SYSTEM OF FARMING 


Prof. Robertson Says that the Principle of Crop Rotation 
has been Ignored, and that Sufficient Care has not 
been given to Selection of Seed 


Otawa, Ont.—A grave note of warn- 
Ing against the present system of 
farming and the prevalence of weeds 
in Manitoba was sounded by Prof. J. 
W. Robertson, chairman of the royal 
technical education commission at 
the third annual meeting of the. com- 
mission of conservation. 

“Manitoba,” said Dr. Robertson, 
“could at one time be classified as a 
rood farming province, but it is not 
entitled to such a sification to- 
flay.” His investigation had covered 
many fatms throughout the province, 
and it was found that 46 per cent. of 
those under investigation showed a 
falling off in their products during the 
past few years. The reason for this 
serious state of affairs was, said Dr. 
Robertson, the fact that the principle 
ef crop rotation had been ignored. A 
further reason was that seed was not 
sufficiently selected. The result of 
this was that wild oate-had increased 
throughout the province more than 
ene hundred per cent. within the past 
few years. Such a hold had it gained, 
tndeed, that it had become a menace 
to the country in so far that it had 
threatened to force certain farmers 
to give up their Jand and leave the 
district. 

An alarming ifcrease of the weed 
was re ed from all over the west. 
Dr. Robertson urged, that the commis- 
sion use every effort to have some- 
thing practical done to remedy the 
evil, and advocated operating a few 
farms to, demonstrate ‘the advantage 
of the rotation of crops. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton, chairman of 
the commission, advocated the devel- 
opment of peat throughout the"parts 
of the country in which it was found. 
There were, no doubt, many inter- 
ests which would strive to discourage |ten to fifteen years. Gauging is im- 


would be a great factor in solving the 
question. In Ottawa peat would cost 
about two-thirds the pricé of the 
cheapest coal, and would be clean and 
satisfactory. 

One of the vitally important ques- 
tions in connection with the conserva- 
tion of the natural resources of the 
Dominion. was contained in a report | 
by L. G. Denis, on “Certain Phases of 
the Water Powers of Canada.”* Mr. 
Denis advocated a “power survey” of 
the Dominion, to the end that the 
amount and proportion of different 
kinds of power, such as steam, water, 
electric, and gas used in different lo- 
calities, with cost and other particulars 
relative to the various localities, 
might be ascertained. 

“It might also be well,” said Mr. 
Denis, “to obtain all possible informa- 
tion regarding water power sites 
ownepd by private individuals or cor- 
porations, but not being developed. 
These should be investigated, and rea- 
sons found for the non-development.” 

Mr. Denis further advocated the es- 
tablishment of gauging stations § in 
streams. At present, his report states, 
there are few streams in Canada on 
which artificial storage or conserva- 
tion is being practiced, probably bé- 
cause it has not yet become commer- 
cially economical or necessary. But, 
he says, this cannot go on forever, 
and the time will come when the last 
site with an economical radius will 
have been secured, and conservation 
of the stream will have to be resorted 
to in order to satisfy the demand for 
power. When the time comes to de- 
velop. intelligently a conservation 
sehemeé on any stream it- will be nec- 
essary to possess a complete history of 
its flow, for a period of at least from 


A NEW H. B, ROUTE 


Suggestion Anént Hudson’s Bay Ship- 
ment Make Easterners Take 
; Notice 


Ottawa, Ont.—The proposal made 
by Hon. Frank Cochrane, Minister of 
Railways, in his speech on the Hudson 
Bay Railway in the house that if Hud- 
aon straits proved impracticable they 
might run stéamers across from 
Churchill to Nottaway river, thence 
to the transcontinental railway, has 
created a great deal of interest. at Ot- 
tawa, Amongst eastern men_ there 
was scurrying for maps and much 
studying of routes. 

The proposal of Cochrane, it is now 
explained, was slightly misunderstood. 
His suggestion was that steamers 
could be run from Nelson to the mouth 
of the Nottaway river. A branch of 
the transcontinental, or a private line, 
would be built from the mouth of the 
Nottaway river to connect with the 
transcontinental. Grain would be re- 
shipped at Nottaway to the transcon- 
tinental, thence to run through to the 
Atlantic. 

It was first thought Mr. Cochrane 
meant that steamers should run down 
the Nottaway river, which is very 
large and navigable for a considerable 
distance, but it also has many rapids 
and to make it navigable for steamers 
of any size would require a big ex- 
penditure. . 

What adds weight to Mr. Cochrane’s 
scheme is a matter at present before 
the Quebec commission—to build a 
line from Montreal to Nottaway.

H. W. Whitla, of Winnipeg, Named 
to Assist Government in Inquiry 

Ottawa, Ont—H. W, Whitla, of 
Winnipeg has been appointed by the 
government as council to undertake 
the enquiry on behalf of the public 
bureau before the railway commission 
into the charges laid. against several 
western roads of discrimination by 
them in freight rates. 

When the board issued its order for 
an inquiry a request was also sent 
to the government to appoint a coun- 
sel to assist in the investigation. 

As it was a western question and 
one in which the west is vitally inter- 
ested it was felt a western man should 
be appointed and the selection of Mr. 
Whitla is the result. 

The opening date of inquiry is set 
for February 13 in Ottawa. The first 
meeting will likely be merely prelim- 
inary and to arrange for procedure. 

The real investigation will probably 
be held in Winnipeg, while sessions 
will also be held in various points in 
the west. It is the intention of the 
government that the enquiry should 
be as broad in scope and as thorough 


in character as possible and a request! ix, 12,

Glycerin Increases In Price. 

During the last eighteen months, 
Says the London Sagineering, the 
price of glycerin has risen over 60 
per cent, and a few days ago the 
highest price on record was touched, 
there being a further advance of £5 
per ton. This great rise in price af- 
fects many industries and is said to 
be due largely to the scarcity of fats 
and oils from which glycerin is made 
as‘a byproduct in the manufacture of 
soap and the increased demand for 
glycerin for the manufacture of high 
explosives, great quantities of which 
are required for the construction of 
the Paname canal and other great en- 
gineering works.

FATTENING CATTLE. 


Cotton seed: may be fed to steers with 
good resulta, although the usual. prac- 
tice now is to feed the cottonseed meal 


nounced laxative effect if fed heavily. 
This may be overcome in part by cook- 
ing the seed. In any event the best 
tesults: are obtained by feeding not 
over six pounds of seed daily per head 
with a heavy feed of corn or Kaffir 
corn, 

{n some tests cotton seed has given 
better results than cottonseed meal, 
but in more instances the reverse is 
true. In some Mississippi tests it was 
found that one pound of cottonseed 
meal was equal to 1.6 pounds of cot- 
ton seed or 1.9 pounds of corn, while 
one pound of cotton seed equaled 1.2 
pounds of corn. Where it is desired 
to make a large use of cottonseed meal 
it may be fed for ninety days to the 


One of the fluctuations to which 
the breeders of live stock are some- 
times subjected is well fliustrated 
by the remarkable rebound shown 
by the Herefords of late, says the 
Kansas Farmer.

This is 
more bulky and coarser than cotton- 
seed meal, and it is claimed that the 
preparation without heating leaves it 
more digestible. It may be fed heav- 
ily with comparative safety and pro- 
duces iarger gains than its composi- 
tion would lead one to expect. To get 
the largest gains with any feed de 
rived from cotton seed it is necessary 
to feed corn in addition. 


Pumpkins For Cows and Hogs. 

Pumpkins bave been,jn use for feed- 
ing cattle and bogs for many years and 
are vaiued very bighly in some com- 
munities. They are especially valu- 
able for starting bogs on « ration of 
coro in the fall or for feeding sows 
and pigs. The seeds are very rich in 
protein and aiso act aé'a vermifuge. 
clearing animals of worms and’ putting 
the digestive organs in excellent con- 
dition. 

Experiments bave shown that it is 
an good to feed pumpkins taw as 
cooked, or better. The character of 
the pumpkin is such that it must be 
considered as a rougbage ratber than

80 afflicted are believed to mark a dis- 
tinct forward step in the study of the 
germ theory, because Professor Metch- 
nikoff, the distinguished scientist, be- 
lieves he has succeeded in isolating a 
microbe fesponsible for this most pain- 
ful ailment, and it is due to experi- 
ments made by him that the chickens 
suffer. 

The chickens were fed a diet ef 
horsefiesh, and this food caused the tn- 
creased growth of certain microbes in 
the Intestines and produced swelling of 
the joints just as occurs in gout in the 
human being. Professor Metchnikoff 
is also convinced that the absorption 
of poisons by these same microbes of 
the intestines is the cause of degenera- 
tion of the organs of the body usually 
ascribed to old age. One of the chief 
degenerative changes found in old age 
is in the condition of the arteries. The 
walls become hardened and brittle. 
Professor Metchnikoff was convinced 
that the degeneration, the cause of 
which. was never before determined, 
was the result of the activity of the 
intestinal microbes. 

Experiments on young animals with 
cultures from aé diseased intestine 
brought about a hardening of the ar- 
terial walls that was exactly similar 


‘to that which results in the human 


from what has previously been called 
“old age.” 


WIRED CONCRETE BLOCKS. 


a” / 
Unique Method of River Embankment 
Constructien. 

A unique method of concrete em- 
bankment construction, in which the 
concrete blocks are strung on wires, 
has been successfully used on the riv- 
er Yonne, in France, The idea was 
originated by an Italian engineer. 

The bank of the river i§ first smeoth- 
ed to a convenient slope; then the 
wires are strung the proper distance 
apart, fastened to a cable at the bot- 
tom and to specially constructed 
frames at the top. Each frame, ten 


five wires, is in reality a bench on 
which’ the concrete blocks are placed 
and from which they are slipped on 
to the wires. The sections of these 
benches are alternately painted «red 
and white to elimingte error in stting- 
Thg*the blocks, worth are made mm two 
shapes: and Interlock. One shape 1s 
fed.on to the wires fastened to the ed 
sections of the frame and the other 
te the sections painted white. 

When the blocks are in place and 
embankment is completed the frames 
are removed and the wires twisted to- 
gether and wound around piles, which 
serve as anchors. The bottom is held 
down by its own weight. 

The concrete protecting curtain thus | 
made for the slope.of the river Yonne 
extended about five feet below the wa- 
ter Hine.—Popular Mechanics, 


Prevents Ships From Rolling. 

A German bas recently invented an 
apparatus to prevent ships from rell- 
ing. - 
The apparatus consists of U shaped 
tanks extending through the bold of 
the vessel from port to starboard. 
These admit water, which rises and 
falls as the ship rolls, the effect being 
to overcome the rhythmical movement 
of the vessel. The tanks have been 
tested on two steamers plying between 
German port® avd Buenos Aires, 
These steamers in rolling showed a 
iMst of eleven degrees on either side 
before being equipped with the tanks. 
With the latter in use the list was re 
Ainced to two degrees. The passengers 
found that the invention added to their 
comfort by steadying the ships. 


New Zealand's Big Tunne!. 

The tunnel being constructed con- 
necting Christchurch with Greymouth 
on the New Zealand government rail- 
ways is to be one of the largest in the 
workd. Compressed air dritis are be 
ing used, and when finished the bore 
will be five and one-balf miles long. 
Work was commenced in 1908, and 
five years are allowed the contractors 
to complete their construction. The 
tunnel will have a height above rails 
of fifteen and one-half feet. It is of 
horseshoe form, fourteen feet wide at 
the rail level. The ordinary section 
bas a twelve inch lining, which is of 
concrete faced with concrete blocks. 
The borings are being made from both 
ends, and the rate of progress is about 
twelve feet per day.

The best steel for metal cut- 
ting seems to be that containing vana- 
dium, .32 per cent; tungsten, 17.81 per 
cent; chromium, 5.92 per vent; carbon, 
682 per cent; manganese, .07 per cent; 
silicon, .049 per cent. in the tests 
made vanadium stee! saws intended for 
wood cutting are reported to have cut 
a twenty penny nail afid even to have 
sawed through an iron pipe an inch in 
diameter without injury to the teeth.

Fish Culture in Canada 


Hatching fish by artificial means 
to stock the waters of Canada is «1 
gaged in on a large scale by the Do- 
minion Government. In 1909 the 1o- 
minion fish hatcheries planted no lea: 
than 1,024,282,000 fry in various wa- 
ters throughout the country. In 190f 
only 271,996,000 fry were planted by 
the Government fish hatcheries, sc 
that the plant of young fish has in- 
creased by nearly 277 per cent. in the 
past ten years and the numbe. of 
hatcheries has increased from 12 tc 
387 or 208 per cent. Of the 37 hatcher 
ies now in operation, British Coi:s- 
bia and Quebec have 8 each, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Onrario, 
5 each; Manitoba and Prince Edward 
Island each have 3. 

The amonut voted by the Dominion 
Parliament for fish culture purposes 
in 1909 was $322,300, and of chis $180,- 
345, or approximately 56 per cent. was 
expended. The importance of carrying 
on this work cannot be emphasized 
too much in a growing country like 
Canada, where the increasing popula- 
tion is making greater and greater 
demands on the fish supply.
